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Library Trustees 
Eye New Budget 


With anticipated incomes of 
$611,459 for the 1976-77 fiscal year, 
Trustees of the Placentia Library 
District Board Wednesday night 
made their first evaluations of a 
preliminary budget. 

The budget, with the main item of 
wages still not determined as 
negotiations are currently under- 
way, will exceed last year’s by 
approximately $80,000. 

Items before the trustees include 
salaries and wages, retirement 
funds, group insurance, communi- 
cations, household expenses, insur- 
ance, equipment and_ repair, 
building repair, memberships, 
stationery supplies, special ser- 
vices, lease ,equipment, lease 
structure, (which accounts for a 
$72,000 a year payment on the 


library building,) special depart- 
ment expense, travel and transpor- 
tation, utilities, a contingency fund, 
capital equipment, capital structure 
and a reserve fund. 

Trustees indicated they want a 
greater amount of money spent to 
provide more books, tapes, audio 
visual items for library customers. 
Just over $50,000 is now allocated in 
the budget for this purpose. 


The library's capital reserve funds 
are a result of the sale of property 
the distri once owned at Morse 
Avenue and Kraemer Boulevard. 
The profit from that sale is now 
drawing interest. 

The coming year’s. final budget 
must be approved by trustees by the 
end of June. 


Parking Variance 
For Medical Facility 


Reducing the number of parking 
spaces required by ordinance from 
256 to 168, Dr. Maurice Nadridge, 
Chief of Staff of Placentia-Linda 
Community Hospital, was granted 
by the Placentia Planning Commis- 
sion on a split vote, the variance 
needed for the change in parking 
requirements. 

The parking allocations involve a 
new medical building Dr. Nadridge 
is building on two acres of property 
on Yorba Linda Boulevard next to 
the Stonewood Shopping Center. 

Dr. Nadridge told commissioners 
that the new 28,000 square foot 
building will house between eight 
and 11. physicians and_ three 
dentists. The structure also will 
contain a laboratory for use of 
doctors in the building and their 
patients and possibly a pharmacy.

true a few years ago’’, 
explains. 

When the clock entrepreneur was 
still in the machine shop business, 
he made a return visit to his 
birthplace in the Netherlands and 
brought back with him an antique 
clock he liked and hung it on the 
wall. The first person through the 
door wanted to buy it at almost any 
price and Svoboda began to think 
about a possible sideline business. 

He now has around 1,001 clocks, 
from a number of European 
countries. Some exceptionally un- 
usual ones are mounted on the walls 
where they ring, chime and make all 
sorts of melodic tones. Others lie in 
a back room stacked very carefully in 
mounds of antiquity. 

Special rooms house special 
timepieces such as the Netherlands 
clocks which sometimes can be 
purchased abroad only in dire state 
of disrepair. These are first x-rayed 
and their rebirth begins from there. 
Sometimes six to eight layers of 
paint must be carefully peeled away 
to get to the original beauty. They 
are brilliantly colorful, rich and 
ornate. 

Sometimes a missing part must be

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Citizens Protest 
Teacher Demands 


A citizen’s protest against some of 
the demands being made of patrons 
of the Placentia Unified School 
District through the official teachers 
bargaining agent, the Placentia 
Unified Education Association, were 
lodged last week at the PUSD 
meeting of the board of trustees. 

Teachers, among other things are 
requesting an almost 14 per cent 
salary boost, adding up to $2.3 
million in wage increases. 

Other demands in the 124-page 
proposal include additional days of 
paid leave and a full dental and 
orthodonture plan, which was 
reason for some of the citizen 
complaints. 

The teachers’ proposal also 
requests a maximum day for 
teachers of seven hours at the school 
site, including preparation time. 
Other areas not touched on by 
parent speakers is that the teachers’ 
organization (PUEA) is demanding 
that all teachers join their group or 
pay a service fee to the association or 
to a charitable organization in the 
amount of dues and assessments. 

Leading the protests was William 
Cook, Placentia, who has youngsters 
in PUSD schools. He pointed out 
that teachers all over the country are 
being laid off. 

‘Being in engineering myself and 
having been caught in this sort of 
thing, I know what a layoff is’’, he 
told PUSD trustees. ‘‘In the 
competitive business world when 
there is a surplus of the type of 
person that this business needs, the 
pay scale drops. It does not continue 
to rise above or even at the rate of 
inflation’. 

Cook continued that articles in a 
national magazine point out ‘‘how 
militant our teachers are becoming. 
I have nothing against teachers in 
particular. I have them in my 
neighborhood and I have them in my 
family. I am concerned that the cart 
is being put before the horse.

‘‘Under these circumstances, 
conditions that exist with layoffs, we 
as a school district should be 
shopping to get the most for our 
educational dollar not seeking to 
improve the lot of our teachers by 
raising their wages and increasing 
their benefit package. 

“It is important the amount of 
education we get for our tax dollar. | 
have kids in the district. I feel the 
need for sound, basic education. 

‘In the business world, a 
professional person has one choice if 
their present employer is keeping a 
lid on wages and that is to shop 
around. They (the teachers) want 
professional status but they want 
labor protection. 1 am in 
engineering. I have no such 
protection. | think their benefits are 
already good. Teachers seem to 
want more because other teachers 
may have more. That is not a valid 
reason. 

‘The present medical subsidy per 
teacher this year in Placentia is $735 
per teacher. However, the teachers 
are requesting additional dental and 
orthodonture plans. I don’t know, 
who in my acquaintance has an 
orthodonture plan. By and large 
very few have dental plans. That’s 
awfully expensive. Additional 
leaves they are requesting. As far as 
I’m concerned any conference work 
that has to be done should be 
conducted in the summer along with 
all the advanced preparation. 

‘There are several things that I 
feel strongly about, including a 
seven hour work day, including 
preparation time. I don’t know any 
professional person who has that. A 
teacher's performance should be her 
protection. All preparation for 
future class work should be handled 
after school, during summer or 
during the evening. 

‘tAll teachers should be required 
at the basic pay rate, without

parts are indiscernable from the 
originals. 

One ornate gold clock dates back 
to the late 1600s. There are others in 
the early 1700s. Most of the clocks 
are fashioned from a variety of 
glistening woods. 

“Old World Antiques’’ also has 
an impressive array of old world 
music boxes that play from metal 
discs and cylinders in a variety of 
musical selections and tones. The 
antique furniture that Svoboda once 
collected is all sold now but a few 
paintings remain. 

A tour through the store is almost 
like visiting a museum. One 
enormous floor standing clock is 
from Czechoslovakia, has a 24-hour 
face, tells day of the week, month, 


year and when the sun and moon rise 
and set among other things. 

Another metal contraption in one 
corner is out of a bell tower, the 
mechanism that manipulated the 
tower time piece. 

Hours now are Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday from 10 a.m. to S p.m. 

“Clocks are a good investment’’, 
Svoboda points out. ‘‘They accel- 
erate in value about 20 per cent a 
year. And they can only keep on 
going up because the supply is 
dwindling’. 

‘There are very few people who 
know this business anymore. 
Repairing clocks is almost a lost 
art’’. Svoboda also points out that 
his clocks come with pedigrees, a 
copy of research that is done on each 
one of the timepieces.

additional money, to teach one 
summer school class. The teacher’s 
time should be used more 
efficiently. With all this in mind, a 
teacher would still work approxi- 
mately 210 days a year while the 
average man in industry works 
about 240,’’ Cook concluded. 

Mrs. Kathryn Mooers, whose son 
is a teacher in the Early Childhood 
Education program said she 
believed there should be some kind 
of recognition for the long hours 
required in that special endeavor. 
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Mrs. Mooers, however, was most 
concerned over the teachers demand 
for a dental and _ orthodonture 
program, and pointed out that she 
had been unable to give her own 
children orthodonture work they 
needed as they were growing up. 

*‘My daughter said to me’’, Mrs. 
Mooers_ reported, ~‘‘I needed 
orthodonture all my life and you 
couldn’t afford to give it to me so 
why should you have to pay for it for 
someone else’’. 

‘I think that all the taxpayers feel 
this way’’, Mrs. Mooers continued. 
“I feel strongly about this point’’. 

Mrs. Barbara Williams, PTA 
president at Sierra Vista Elementary 
School, said she believed the seven 
hour day teachers are requesting, 
should be an _ eight-hour day, 
including lunch and break. 

“I highly approve of decreasing 
the number of students per 
teacher...but I disagree on the 
proposed suggestion on counting 
students’. 

Mrs. Williams said that the 
proposal is to count a discipline child 
as two students. ‘It would be 
extremely difficult to evaluate such a 
student’, Mrs. Williams stated, 
‘‘and one evaluated as a discipline 
problem would then have that 
stigma for the rest of his life’’.

Several candidates indicated that 
they are either in the process of legal 
action or are contemplating it, to 
enjoin the alleged telephoning 
practices from the joint Briggs- 
Banks headquarters. 

Also.considered in protest was a 
letter mailed by Banks on a 
California Assembly letterhead, 
describing himself as a legislative 
assistant to Briggs. Briggs has 
denied that Banks is working for him 
at this time. ; 

Mrs. Knuppel, former assistant to 
Senator James Whetmore, the 
incumbent, accused Briggs of trying 
to build. a political machine in 
Orange County. Another candidate 
referred to Briggs as Boss Briggs. 

The 69th assembly district 
touches the western side of 
Placentia and the entire city is in the 
35th senatorial district.

Trustees Support Proposition 1 


Trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District have adopted a 
resolution supporting Proposition 1 
en the June 8 ballot, urging 
taxpayers in the 36-square-mile 
district to become informed on the 
issue. 

Proposition 1 is the measure 
which makes low-interest state 
bonds available to districts that vote 
to use them to mdernize or replace 
school buildings which are more 
than 30 years old to finance 
construction of new schools. 

“One of the most interesting 
aspects of the proposition is that 
districts which use the bonds are 
encouraged to explore new and 
unconventional means for saving 
energy in modernizing and buiiding 
schools’, explained Board Pres- 
ident John Press. 

The Placentia district has two 
schools with buildings old enough to 


qualify for funding, under the 
proposed proposition. Both McFad- 
den Elementary School and Valencia 
High School have buildings more 
than 30 years old which could be 
renovated or replaced. 

Under the terms of Proposition 1, 
a district could not use the bond 
money unless a majority of voters in 
a_ district approve the loan. 
Repayment would be made through 
state withholding of funds which 
would normally go to the district 
over a 30-year period. 

“The major advantage of the 
proposition to Placentia taxpayers is 
the availability of low-interest bonds 
to finance capita! improvements and 
to keep up with our fast-growing 
population’’, Press said.

* We have plans to build a plant in New 
Mexico that will make gas from coal. 

* We have signed contracts with Pertamina, 
the Indonesian oil and gas company, to 
buy its natural gas and import it in 


liquid form.
